A $22,500 j;raiit from the 
federal government for the 
planning of a proposed new 
Bristol Township municipal 
building has been given to 
|tlie township hoard of com ­ 
missioners, it was revealed 
yesterday by Congressman 
| \\ i I lard S. Curtin. 


The grant, according to LeRoy 
D. Evans, chairman of the com­ 
missioners’ 
building 
committee, 
comes from the Community Facil­ 
ities Division of the Housing and 
Ijome Finance Agency and will 
be used for architects’ fees and 
other expenses which will come 
during the anticipated year long 
study for the new township head­ 
quarters. 
Evans said the new structure, 
if it is built, will sit on a 12- 
acre tract on Bath Road in Laurel 
(Bend, at the geographical center 
of the township. He said prelim­ 
inary 
discussions 
indicate 
the 
building will cost an estimated 
$450,000 overall. 
The building will enclose some 
20.000 square feet of floor space 
and will house all township de­ 
partments except the highway de­ 
partment. Evans said. The high­ 
way department 
has 
its 
own 
headquarters on Bath Road near 
Route 13. 
Contemporary Style 
Construction is expected to be­ 
gin not later than December. 1961, 
and poss/blv before that time, the 
building chairman said. 
The Philadelphia architectural 
firm of Louis I. Kahn has been 
engaged to design the new build­ 
ing, which is expected to be of 
one storv and in contemporary 
style. It also is expected to have 
a 150 scat auditorium to accommo­ 
date the public during com m is­ 
sion meetings. 
The planned new headquarters 
will replace the present munici­ 
pal offices, which are located in 
the 200 - year-old Bolton Farm­ 
house in Holly Hill. Levittown. 
What 
is to become of the old 
building has not been decided. 
Interest-Free

nounced the federal grant that the 
money will have to be repaid only 
if the project is carried out.
